The Senate will learn from the thirty-five naval nominations herewith 
submitted the result of my investigations under the resolutions of Con- 
gress of March 10th and May 11th, 1858. In compliance with these 
resolutions I have carefully examined the records of the courts of in- 
quiry in fifty-eight cases, and have arrived at the conclusion that twenty- 
three of the officers ought to remain in the posit ons where they have 
been fixed by the courts of inquiry. 

The records are very voluminous, and the labor of examination, in 
which I have been materially assisted by the Secretary of the Navy, the 
Attorney-General, and the Commissioner of Patents, has consumed 
much time. 

Under the act of January 17th, 1857, the courts of inquiry were di- 
rected to investigate “the physical, mental, professional, and moral fit- 
ness” of each officer who applied to them for relief. These investiga- 
tious it was my duty to review. They have been very extensive aud 
Searching, as the Senate will perceive from an examination of the 
records, embracing in many instances almost the entire professional 
life of the individual from his first entrance into the service. 

In the performance of my duty I found the greatest difficulty in de- 
ciding what should be considered as ‘‘moral fitness” for the Navy. 
Physical, mental, and professional fitness may be decided with a con- 
siderable degree of accuracy by a naval court of inquiry, but the ques- 
tion of moral fitness is of a very different character. There has been 
but one perfect standard of morality on earth, and how far a departure 
from His precepts and example must proceed in order to disqualify an 
officer for the naval service is a question on which a great difference of 
honest opinion must always exist. On this question | have differed in 
several instances from the courts of inquiry. 

There is one nomination which I regret that I have not the power to 
present to the Senate, and this is in the case of Commodore Stewart. 
His name stood on the Register at the head of the list of captains in the 
Navy untilit yas removed from this well-earned position by theretiring 
board and placed on the list of retired officers. The deeply wounded 
feelings of this veteran ofticer, who had contributed so much to the 
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efficiency and glory of the Navy from its infancy, prevented him from 
applying for restoration to his rank and submitting to a court of in- 
quiry, composed of his junior officers, the question of his “ physical, 
mental, professional, and moral fitness” for the naval service. I would 
ere this have recommended to Congress the passage of a joint resolution 
to restore him to his former rank had I not believed this would more ap- 
propriately emanate from the legislative branch of Government. 

I transmit herewith to the Senate the original records in the fifty-eight 
cases to which I have referred. After they shall have been examined 
by the Senate, I would respectfully request that they might be returned 


to the Navy Department.

To the Senate of the United States : 


The Senate will learn from the thirty-five naval nominations herewith 
submitted the result of my investigations under the resolutions of Con- 
gress of March 10th and May 11th, 1858. In compliance with these 
resolutions I have carefully examined the records of the courts of in- 
quiry in fifty-eight cases, and have arrived at the conclusion that twenty- 
three of the officers ought to remain in the posit ons where they have 
been fixed by the courts of inquiry. 

The records are very voluminous, and the labor of examination, in 
which I have been materially assisted by the Secretary of the Navy, the 
Attorney-General, and the Commissioner of Patents, has consumed 
much time. 

Under the act of January 17th, 1857, the courts of inquiry were di- 
rected to investigate “the physical, mental, professional, and moral fit- 
ness” of each officer who applied to them for relief. These investiga- 
tions it was my duty to review. They have been very extensive and 
searching, as the Senate will perceive from an examination of the 
records, embracing in many instances almost the entire professional 
life of the individual from his first entrance into the service. 

In the performance of my duty I found the greatest difficulty in de- 
ciding what should be considered as * moral fitness” for the Navy. 
Physical, mental, and professional fitness may be decided with a con- 
siderable degree of aceuracy by a naval court of inquiry, but the ques- 
tion of moral fitness is of a very different character. There has been 
but one perfect standard of morality on earth, and how far a departure 
from His precepts and example must proceed in order to disqualify an 
officer for the naval service is a question on which a great difference of 
honest opinion must always exist. On this question | have differed in 
several instances from the conrts of inquiry. 

There is one nomination which I regret that I have not the power to 
present to the Senate, and this is in the case of Commodore Stewart. 
His name stood on the Register at the head of the list of captains in the 
Navy untilit yas removed from this well-earned position by theretiring 
board and placed on the list of retired officers. The deeply wounded 
feelings of this veteran officer, who had contributed so much to the 
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efficiency and glory of the Navy from its infancy, prevented him from 
applying for restoration to his rank and submitting to a court of in- 
quiry, composed of his junior officers, the question of his ** physical, 
mental, professional, and moral fitness? for the naval service. I would 
ere this have recommended to Congress the passage of a joint resolution 
to restore him to his former rank had I not believed this would more ap- 
propriately emanate from the legislative branch of Government. 

I transinit herewith to the Senate the original records in the fifty-eight 
cases to which I have referred. After they shall have been examined 
by the Senate, I would respectfully request that they might be returned 


to the Navy Department.

Mr. Davis, from the Committee on Military Affairs and the Militia, 
submitted the following report: 

The Committee on Military Affairs and the Militia, to whom was re- 
ferred the nomination of Dr. James Simons, to be surgeon, vice Harney, 
deceased, and to take rank next after Surgeon De Leon, having had the 
same under consideration, report: 

The act of March 3, 1851, chapter 33, provides ** that all promotions 
in the staff department or corps shall be made as in the other corps of 
the Army.” Thus the rule of promotion in the medical staff was made 
thereafter to conform to the existing general rule of promotion in the 
Army, to wit, by seniority. Thecominittee therefore hold that the law 
requires the vacancy created in the grade of surgeon by the death of Sur- 
geon Harney tote filled by the promotion of the senior assistant surgeon. 
It only remained, therefore, for the committee to determine whether the 
nominee (Dr. Simons) is the senior assistant surgeon ; and, after a care- 
fal examination, they have reached the conclusion that this question 
must be answered in the negative. 

It appears that Dr. Simons was arraigned before a general court-mar- 
tial, which convened at Fort Riley on the 25th September, 1855, in pur- 
suance of special orders from the War Department, and, in conformity 
with the rules and articles of war, he was tried and sentenced to be 
dismissed the service of the United States. The President approved 
the sentence. It was executed on the 16th January, 1856, and from 
that date, therefore, Assistant Surgeon James Simons ceased to be an 
officer of the Army. Being out of the service, he applied for permission 
to appear before a medical board, as provided by the act ot June 30, 
1834 ; and, having been examined and approved as a candidate for ad- 
mission into the medical staff of the Army, he was, upon the happening 
of a vacancy during the recess of the Senate, viz, on the 3d October, 
1857, appointed by the President an assistant surgeon, to take rank 
from that date, and was so nominated to the Senate at its next session. 
This nomination the Senate confirmed, but with a recommendation to 
the President to give him rank according to a commission he formerly 
held as assistant surgeon, of date the 11th July, 1839, and a commission 
bearing that date, not the date for which he had been nominated and 
confirmed, was issued to him. But it was not legally competent to the 
President to issue a commission conferring this rank without first, ac- 
cording to the course prescribed by the Constitution, making the proper 
nomination to the Senate and having their consent and advice to the 
appointment subsequent and not precedent to such nomination. 
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This is the doctrine of the Constitution, as asserted by three Attorneys- 
General, to wit, Butler, Nelson, and Clifford, and as heretofore accepted 
by the Executive. Attorney-General Butler (Opinion, March 29, 1837) 
says, the case involves constitutional questions of much practical im- 
portance.” “The Senate has no power to originute an appointment ; 
its constitutional action is confined to a simple affirmation or rejection 
of the President's nomination. Whenever the Senate disagrees to such 
nomination it fails; and no appointment can be made except upon a 
new nomination to be made by the President. Suggestions as to the 
views of the Senate, in cases where that body disagrees to the Presi- 
denta nomination, may, no doubt, be informally communicated to him ; 
but should he think proper to.conform to these views, I know of no way 
in which it can be done consistently with the provisions of the Consti- 
tution, except by the making a new nomination in accordance there- 
with." Mr. Butler proceeds to suggest that perhaps, * as a superior 
rank may be said to include the inferior, the President may accept the 
confirmation to a rank inferior to that specified in the nomination, and 
issue a commission thereon," but otherwise when the Senate proposes 
a prior date tothe commission. "These views of the constitutional ques- 
tion Mr. Butler urges as involving **the harmony of the two co-ordinate 
branches, the independence of the President, the just weight of the 
Senate, the useful operation of the appointing power.” 

The same case being subsequently before Attorney-General Nelson, 
he affirmed the same doctrine (Opinion, August 9, 1843). ** The opinion 
of Mr. Butler? be says, ** was recognized as the law of the case by the 
then President." It was so recognized by President Tyler himself (in 
submitting a new nomination). *'* To disturb these reiterated decisions 
now would, I think, tend to the subversion of principles upon the con- 
sistent maintainance of which the most important interests of the Gov- 
ernment are dependent. And Mr. Attorney-General Clifford (Opinion, 
July 14, 1847) to the same point: “ In consequence of the variation of 
the approval from the nomination, no commission could issue." It fol- 
lows, then, that the commission dated Julv 11, 1859, issued by Presi- 
dent Buchanan to Dr. Simons, is not valid, and cannot place him, where 
it was designed to place him, at the head of the assistant surgeons, en- 
titled by the law, in regard to promotion, to fill the first vacancy among 
the surgeons, but that his date aud rank in the Medical Corps of the 
Army is of October 3, 1856, according to the nomination of President 
Pierce, and the confirmation of the Senate. 

This appointment, however, is claimed for Dr. Simons on another 
ground ; that it is a restoration to his former rank. Now, a restoration 
certainly can be nothing, in fact or in law, but a new appoiutment, ex- 
cept in the case of an illegal and invalid removal from office, which is 
no removal at all in law, and may be so treated in fact. But if the re- 
moval was valid in law it cannot be annulled in fact. This principle is 
as well settled by authority as itis clear in reason. Mr. Legaré, Attor- 
ney-General (in Dubarry’s c2se, November 29, 1842), said (to cite in this 
place only so much of that opinion as applies to this point): “ He was 
clearly out of service by a lawful and valid, however harsh, and it may 
even be unfair, exercise of the Executive power. The act dismissing 
him cannot be avoided. It is beyond the power of the Executive. All 
that the President can do in such cases is to repair the wroug done by 
a new appointment." Aud Mr. Attorney-General Nelson (January 23, 
1814): * I kuow of no power by which an officer ouce out of service can 
be brought back to it, other than by that of appointment." 
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Mr. Nelson lays down (November 6, 1843), the same doctrine in Whit- 
ney’s case, and declares any other doctrine or practice to be “in direct 
repugnance to the Constitution and laws.” Dr. Simons was out of the 
service by a valid and irreversible act. He was adjudged to be dis- 
missed from the service by the sentence of a court martial, which sen- 
tence was duly confirmed and executed by the President, and it is not 
contended that these proceedings were illegal, that either the court or 
the President exceeded their jurisdiction or authority, but it is urged 
that the verdict and sentence were harsh, and it is erroneously stated 
they were reported by the Committee on Military Affairs to be unjust. 
This objection turnishes no ground now to set them aside. 

Mr. Attorney-General Cushing lays down in Howe's case (Opiuion, 
June 5, 1854), that if there be no “cause in law or fact to declare the 
sentence of the court-martial void ab initio, there is no rightful cause or 
authority to review or reverse it for alleged error? And Mr. Attorney- 
General Nelson, in Moorhead's cise (Opinion, November 6, 1843): ‘The 
facts disclosed by the record show it to be one in which the sentence 
pronounced aud executed was peculiarly harsh and severe. The pro- 
ceedings of the court were exceedingly irregular; testimony manifestly 
illegal was adinitted, whilst that which was legal was ruled inadmis- 
sable. But still I do not perceive that these irregularities can De regard ed 
as annulling the judgment pronounced. They might be appealed to as 
reasons why the revisory power, when called to aet upon the proceed- 
ins, should not have approved the finding and sentence of the court, 
but that approval having been signified, they cannot avail wholly to 
avoid everything that has been done. The judgment of the tribunal 
created by the law has been pronouneed and carried into effect, and the 
officer upon whom it operated was theneeforth unquestionably out of 
aervice. The judgment 1 now hold to be irreversible,” and Mr. Nelson 
then repeats the doctrine as heretofore reported, ‘if Mr. Moorhead is 
restored to the service it must be through the power of appointment.” 

Having thus shown that the dismissal of Dr. Simons cannot be an- 
nulled, and that his restoration can only be by a new appointment, it 
remains to consider, first, whether such appointment can be made, and, 
second, whether it ought to be made. 

1. He cannot be appointed to this vacancy, nor to the head of the list 
of assistant surgeons, nor to rank by date of commission any assistant 
surgeon who was already in cominission on the 3d October, 1856, when 
he was reappointed, if thelaws regulating appointinents and promotions 
in the Army by seniority be valid and binding. That they are cannot be 
questioned, unlessthey are overridden by the constitutional prerogatives 
of the appointing power. 

If this be, indeed, the doctrine of the Constitution, if this formidable 
prerogative, uncontrollable by law, is lodged in the appointing power, 
it is now, as the committee believe, asserted for the first time. They 
find mauy such Jaws prescribing conditions and qualifications for office, 
and imposing restrictions upon the appuinting power. They conceive, 
to use the language of Mr. Attorney-General Legaré, in regard to the 
Sena e, that all laws do, to say the least, “chalienge the respect of that 
august body,” and they are not aware that the validity of these laws has 
ever been questioned by the Executive. 

In regard to this office of surgeon the law has imposed various re- 
straints on the appointment. It requires that the appointee shall be 
first examined and found competeut by a medieal board ; also, that he 
shall have served five years as an assistant surgeon. (See act of June 
30. 1331, chap. 133.) 
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Are these laws invalid, as well as the law in favor of seniority? Are 
the various laws requiring appointments in the staff to be made from 
the line invalid? Is the law which has so long existed regulating pro- 
motions in the regiments by seniority invalid? If it could be necessary 
to point to a special grant in the Constitution to the law-making power 
in this regard, the committee would refer to the authority to make rules 
for the goverument and regulation of the land and naval forces. Surely, 
a rule of promotion is among the most obvious of these. 

The committee cannot doubt that the laws of promotion in the Army 
are constitutional and binding laws, and that they forbid the appoint- 
ment now proposed to the Senate. It is true that Attorneys-General 
Legaré and Clifford, in Dubarry's case, and Nelson in Whitney’s and 
and Moorhead's, recognize the legality of such appointments. These 
cases, however, were in the Navy, where no law regulating appointments 
and promotions exists to forbid them. 

Mr. Nelson, in his opinion, January 23, 1844, admits that in regard to 
tbe Navy the appointing power was controlled while the temporary law 
of August 4, 1842, was in force. Mr. Legaré, in the leading ease of Du- 
barry, which the other cases follow, has certaiuly no intention to assert 
any authority in the appointing power, independent of, or superior to 
law ; ou the contrary, he says expressly: ‘ Appointments have reference 
to the laws which they are made to fulfill, and seem to be not valid, ex- 
cept so far as they conform to these laws.” The antedating of commis- 
sions, he suggests, must be for a good legal reason; for instance, he says, 
* an officer under arrest on groundless charges is not promoted, because 
promotion were a pardon; but he is acquitted, and is nominated by rela- 
tion back." 

Everybody sees that this'is noarbitrary advancement through partial- 
ity, but sheer justice, and a faithful execution of thelaw. So, if any law 
entitle an officer to promotion at the end of ten years, and the Execu- 
tive having neglected to give him his due for some time, afterwards con- 
fer it, relation back seems called for by the law itself. ‘ This,” he says, 
*js Vinton's case.” (2 Sum., 299.) This was an Army case, where the 
cominission by brevet was antedated in strict compliance with the law. 
And Mr. Legaré, iu regard to the restoration of an officer to his former 
rank, says, unless “prohibited by some special law." In the present 
case it is submitted whether the antedates given to the commission of 
assistant surgeon, and again in the nomination to be surgeon, are not 
prohibited by the special laws governiug promotion in the medical staff 
and fixing the number of surgeons and assistaut surgeons of the Army. 
The legal right of promotion is lost by every officer whose position is 
affected by the antedate; and an appointment which takes effect before 
the vacaney occurred necessarily increases the grade beyoud the num- 
ber fixed bv law. 

On the second point, whether this nomination ought to be confirmed, 
if the law permitted it, the committee desire to say but little, and that 
in reference rather to the very important principle involved than to the ` 
merits of this case. 

It is a case in which one Executive reviews the act and rejudges the 
judgment of his predecessor. Formerly this was considered inadmissi- 
ble. **Eachadministration,"says Mr. Attorney-General Wirt, October 1, 
1825, “ought to conside rthe acts of its predecessors conclusive; other- 
wise no question could be settled, but the executive business would be 
always in confusion.” “If,” he says, "a decision ot Mr. Monroe may Le 
reviewed by Mr. Adams, he does not see how he could refuse to review 
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and reverse the decision of Mr. Washington, upon the application of any 
aggrieved party.” And Mr. Attorney-General Toucey, September 8, 
15913, said: “It might well be asked which of the two high functionaries 
exercising the same authority would, in contemplation of law, be deemed 
to be in the right —the one who, at a proper time, and on a proper occa- 
sion, exercised his legitimate authority according to his best judgment, 
or the one who undertook to go back into a past stage of admiuistration 
and revise the actsof his predecessor, whose power was equal to or identi- 
cal with his own.” 

It does not appear that the Executive has attempted to review or re- 
verse the decision in this ease, but that he merely acted ** in respectful 
compliance with the recommendation and request of the Senate." 

But can the Senate set as a tribunal of appeal to review, upon the 
evidence, the verdict of courts? If such appeal could be allowed in 
this case it must be allowed in all; it cannot, in honor and justice, be 
denied in any ; and the whole time of the Senate may henceforth be 
employed in assuming the legal jurisdiction of courts-martial. A crowd 
of cases may await their review upon the principles of this case. 

For all whieh reasons, as aforesaid, to wit, that the proceedings 
dismissing Dr. Simons cannot be avoided, and that he cannot lawfully 
be restored to his former rank by a new appointment, aud that the law 
requires the appointment now of the senior assistant surgeon, the com- 
mittee recommend that this nomination be not confirmed.

It is not contemplated by these articles of convention to incur any 
expense in behalf of the Indians requiring an appropriation from the

agaiust their ratifieation in this respect. The principal object sought 
to be attained by this agreement is the assignment or allotment of a 
sufticient quantity of land, in severalty, to the members of said tribe, 
with a view to turn their attention to the eultivation of the soil, as the 
most available means of support, and thereby encourage the Indians 
to labor tor a livelihood, rather than to depend entirely upon the aid of 
the Government. 

Their present reservation is estimated to contain 256,000 acres of 
land, out of which it is proposed to separate and assign for the use of the 
Indians about 80,640 acres, and the balance, 175,360 acres, it is agreed 
shall be sold for their benefit ; and this will open a large portion of their 
country to the enterprise of the whites and at the same time protect 
them in the enjoyment of an ample quantity of land for their cultivation. 

It is not designed to change existing treaty stipulations with said 
tribe any further than may be necessary to carry out in good faith the 
provisions of this convention, and under the belief that the Indians will 
be greatly advantaged by the consummation of this arrangement, I

SIR: I have the honor to transmit herewith articles of agreement and 
convention, concluded on the loth day of April last, betweenthe United 
States, by Charles E. Mix, esq., commissioner, and the authorized del- 
egates of the Winnebago tribe of Indians residing in the State of Min- 
nesota. In order to explain the necessity of the present negotiations 
with said tribe, I would remark that the tract of country reserved for 
the home of these Indians by the treaty of 1855, embraced a larger 
area than was required for their use, and it was therefore deemed ad- 
visable, with their consent, to reduce the reservation so as to leave a 
sufficient quantity of land in the eastern portion thereof tor the Indians, 
and dispose of the balance for their benefit. 

In this connection I would remark that the urgent request made by 
the legislature of Minnesota for the removal of tlie Winnebagoes from 
the limits of the State induced this office to take action in the premises 
with a view to satisfy her citizens and to contribute to their enterprise 
and prosperity so far as could be done consistent with the interest and 
welfare of the Indians, and the consent of the Winnebagoes was ob- 
tained to a reduction of the area of the reservation as iudicated bv this 
agreement, but they were not willing to give up their entire reserve to 
gratify the cupidity of the whites. 
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The frequent removal of this tribe from one locality to another tended 
to retard their progress in the arts of civilized life, and in accordance 
with their expressed desire the reservation ¡novided by the treaty of 
1855 was intended as their permanent home, and the faith of the Gov- 
ernment was pledged for their protection in its enjoy ment. | 

Now, that they are willing to dispose of tlie greater portion of their 
lands for the subsequent occupancy of the whites, in order to enjoy the 
remainder uninterruptedly, sound policy, as well as the dictates of hu- 
manity, forbid their removal trom their present locality to a new country 
where they would be isolated from the ameliorating influences of civil 
society, and be deprived of the advantages of their present improve- 
ments. 

I would further remark that no other locality could be found suitable 
for the home of the Winnebagoes, and the idea of driving them from 
the country designated for them by the Government, and pledged by it 
to be their permanent home, to an association and contact with the 
wild tribes of the forest, was inconsistent with official duty and repul- 
sive to the magnanimity of a just Government. 

The fact that they now consent to dispose of all the lands that are not 
absolutely needed for their use and cultivation as a means of support

SIR: I have the honor to transmit herewith the articles of agreement 
and convention, concluded on the 16th of July last, at the Sac and Fox 
Agency in Kansas Territory, by David Crawford, special commissioner 
on the part of the United States, with the delegates of the Swau Creek 
and Black River Chippewas, of -Kansas, and the Munsee, or Christian 
Indians. 

By the act of Congress entitled “An act to confirm the sale uf the 
reservation held by the Christian Indians, and to provide a permanent 
home for said Indians” (see Statutes at Large, Vol. II, page 312) you 
were authorized to receive the sum of $43,400 from A. J. Isaacks, esq., 
being the consideration for the (our sections of land sold to him by the 
Christian Indians, and to expend the same, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, for the purchase of a suitable tract of land for the perma- 
nent home of said Indiaus, the erection of the necessary buildings for 
their accommodation, and the purchase of stock, agricultural imple- 
ments, and whatever else should be necessary to establish said Indians 
thereon. 

In conformity with the requirements of this act of Congress, with 
your approbation, au effort was made to purchase a sufficient quantity 
of land from the Ottawas and other tribes, with a view to securea per- 
manent home for the Christian Indiaus, as contemplated by the terms 
of said act; but after proper exertions had been made by the Indians 
who were intrusted with the management of this business, they ex- 
pressed the opinion in a report to this office that such an arrangement 
could not be effected upon reasonable terms, and suggested that the 
most suitable lands for a permanent home for these Indians were found 
within the Chippewa Reserve, in Franklin County, Kansas. It was as- 
certained that the Chippewas were not willing to dispose of any of their 
land for the home of said Indians, unless the Government would agree 
to settle certain claims, growing out of former treaties, amountiug to 
several thousand dollars, and in consideration of the equity and just- 
ness of these claims it was deemed fair to allow them $6,000, and as 
great advantages would result, not only to the band of Christian In- 
dians, but also to the Swan Creek and Black River Chippewas, by 
uniting the former band with the latter, who are known to be the most 
civilized and industrious band of Indians in Kansas, to accomplish this 
desirable object it was necessary to enterinto the negotiations to which 
reference is had. 

It may be proper to remark that similar negotiations would have been 
required in the event of procuring land from any other band or tribe for 
the home of the Christian Indians. 

By a provision of the 2d article of said convention it is agreed that 
the Secretary of the Interior shall dispose of the stock of the State of 
Missouri, purchased from avails of land sold under the Chippewa treaty 
of 1336, and such a sum from interest accruing thereon, and of any bal- 
anceof aunuities now in the Treasury of the United Statesresulting from 
other treaties with said Indians, for the purpose of liquidating the al- 
lowance of the $6,000 to be taken from the Treasury, consequently it is 
.not expected to incur any additional expense on the part of the Govern- 
ment iu carrying out the stipulations of said articles of agreement. i 

In view of the facts herein set forth it was deemed advisable, with 
your concurrence, to conclude the aforesaid articles of agreement and 
eanvention, and you will perceive from an examination of the same that 
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they have been concluded in the form approved by you, without any 
modification or change. I would respectfully suggest, therefore, that, 
with your concurrence, they may be transmitted to the President, with 
his approval, to be laid before the Senate for its constitutional action 
thereon.

I transmit, for the consideration of the Senate with a view to ratifi- 
cation, a treaty of friendship, commerce and navigation between the 
United States and the Republic of Honduras, signed by the plenipo- 
tentiaries of the parties in this city ou the 28th day of last month. 

The 14th article of this treaty is an exact copy of the supplemental 
article of the treaty of the “treaty of friendship, commerce and naviga- 
tion between Great Britain and the Republie of Honduras," dated 26th 
day of August, 1856,with the necessary changes in names and dates. 
Under this article the Government and people of the United States 
will enjoy, in the fullest and most satisfactory manner, the'use of the 
“Honduras Interoceanic Railway,” in consideration of which the United 
States recognizes the rights of sovereignty and property of Honduras 
over the line of the road and guarantees its neutrality; and when “the 
road shall have been completed equally engages in conjunction with 
Honduras to protect the same from interruption, seizure or unjust con- 
fiscation from whatever quarter the attempt may proceed.? 

This treaty is in accordance with the policy inaugurated by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States and in an especial manner by the Senate 
in the year 1846, and several treaties have been concluded to carry it 
into effect. It is simple, and may be embraced in a few words. On the 
one side a grant of free and uninterrupted transit for the Government 
and people of the United States over the transit routes across the Isth. 
mus, and on the other, a guarantee of the neutrality and protection of 
these routes, not only for the benetit of the Republics through which 
they pass, but in the language of our treaty with New Granada, in order 
to secure to themselves the tranquil and constant enjoyment of these 
interoceanie communications. 

The first in the series of these treaties is that with New Granada, of 
the 12 December, 1846. This treaty was coucluded before our acquisi- 
tion of California, and when our interests on the Pacific Coasts were of 
far less magnitude than at the present day. For years before this 
period, however, the routes across the Isthmus had attracted the 
serious attention of this Government. | 

This treaty, after granting us the right of transit across the Isthmus 
of Panama in the most ample terms, binds this Government to guaran- 
tee to New Granada “the perfect neutrality of the before-mentioned 
Isthmus, with the view that the free transit from the one to tlie other 
sea may not be interrupted or embarrassed in any future time while 
this treaty exists ” 

In one respect it goes further than any of its successors, because it 
not only guarantees the neutrality of the route itself, but ** the rights of 
sovereignty and property” of New Granada over the entire province of 
Panama. It is worthy of remark that when it was sent to the Senate 
lt was accompanied by a message of President Polk dated February 10, 
1847, in which the attention of that body was especially ealled to these 
important stipulations of the 35th article, and in which it was stated, 
moreover, that our chargé d'affaires, who negotiated the treaty, ‘acted 
In this particular upon his ownresponsibility and without instructions.” 
Under these cireumstances the treaty was approved by the Senate, and 
the transit policy to which I have referred was deliberately adopted. A 
copy of the Executive document (confidential), 29th Congress, 2d ses- 
sion, containing this message of President Polk, and the papers which 
accompanied it, is hereto annexed. 

. The next in order of time of these treaties of transit and guarantee 
ls that of the 19 April, 1850, with Great Britain, commonly called the

Clayton and Bulwer treaty. This treaty, in affirmance of the policy of 
the New Granada treaty. established a general principle which has ever 
since, I believe, guided the proceedings of both Governments. The 8th 
article of that treaty contains the following stipulations: ** The Gor- 
ernment of the United States having not only desired in entering into 
this convention to accomplish a particular object, but also to establish 
a general principle. they hereby agree to extend their protection, by 
treaty stipulations, to any other practicable communications, whether 
by canal or railway, across the Isthmus which connects North and South 
America, and especially to the interoceanic communications, should the 
same prove to be practicable, whether by canal or railway, which are 
now proposed to be established by the way of Tehuantepec or Panama.” 
And that the said **canals or railways shall also be open on like terms 
to the citizens and subjects of every other State which is willing to 
grant thereto such protection as the United States and Great Britain 
propose to afford." 

The United States, in a short time after the Clayton and Bulwer 
treaty was concluded, carried this stipulation in regard to the Tehuan- 
tepec route into effect by their treaty with Mexico of the 30th Decem- 
ber, 1853. The eighth article of this treaty, after granting to us the 
transit privileges therein mentioned, stipulates that “the Mexican Gov- 
ernment haviug agreed to protect with its whole power the prosecu- 
tion, preservation, and security of the work, the United States may ex- 
tend its protection, as it shall judge wise, to use it when it may feel 
sanctioned and warranted by the public or international law." 

This is a sweeping grant of power to the United States, which no na- 
tion ought to have conceded, but which, it is believed, has been confined 
within sate limits by our treaty with Mexico now before the Senate. 

Such was believed to be the established policy of the Goverument at 
the commeucement of this administration, viz, the grant of trausits in 
our favor, and the guarantee of our protection as an equivalent. This 
guarantee can never be dangerous under our form of Government, be- 
cause it can never be carried into execution without the express au- 
thority of Congress. Still, standing on the face of treaties, as it does, 
it deters all evil-disposed parties from interfering with these routes. 

Under such circumstauces the attention of the Executive was early 
turned to the Nicaragua route as in many respects the most important 
and valuable to the citizens of our country. In concluding a treaty to 
secure our rights of transit over this route I experienced many difticul- 
ties which I need not now enumerate, because they are detailed in dif- 
ferent messages to Congress. Finally a treaty was negotiated exactly 
in accordance with the established policy of the Government and the 
views of the Execntive, and clear from the embarrassments which might 
arise under the phraseology of previous treaties. The 14th article of 
the treaty contains a full, clear, and specific grant of the right of tran- 
sit to the United States aud their citizens, and is believed to be per- 
fectly unexceptionable. The 15th article, instead of leaving one equiv- 
alent duty of protection, general aud unlimited, as in our treaty with 
New Granada, and in the Clayton and Bulwer treaty, or instead of that 
general right assured to the Government in the Mexican treaty of ex- 
tending its protection as it shall itself judge wise, when it may feel 
sanctioned and warranted by the public or international law, confines 
the interference conceded within just and specific limits. 

Under the 16th article of this treaty the Governmeut of the United 
States has no right to interpose for the protection of the Nicaragua 
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route, except with the consent or at tbe request of the Government of 
Nicaragua or of the minister thereot at Washington, or of the compe- 
tent, legally appointed local authorities, civil or military, and when in 
the opinion of the Government of Nicaragua the necessity ceases such 
force shall be immediately withdrawn. Nothing can be more carefully 
guarded tban this provision. No force can be employed unless upon 
the request of the Government of Nicaragua, and it must be immedi- 
ately withdrawn whenever in the opinion of that Goverument the ne- 
cessity ceases. 

When Congress shall come to adopt the measures necessary to carry 
this provision of the treaty into effect they can guard it from any abuses 
which may possibly arise. 

The general policy contained in these articles, although inaugurated by 
the United States, has been fully adopted by the Governments of Great 
Britain and France. The plenipotentiaries of both these Governments 
have recently negotiated treaties with Nicaragua, which are but tran- 
seripts of the treaty between the United States and Nicaragua now be- 
fore the Senate. The treaty with France has been ratified, it is under- 
stood, by both the French and Nicaraguan Governments, and is now 
inoperation. That with Great Britain has been delayed by other ne- 
gotiations in Nicaragua, but it is believed that these are now concluded 
aud that the ratifications of the British treaty will soon, therefore, be 
exchanged. 

It is presumed that no objection will be made to “ the exceptional - 
case” of the 16th article, which is only intended to provide for the land- 
ing of sailors or marines from our vessels which may happen to be within 
reach of the point of difficulty, in order to protect the lives and property 
of citizens of the United States from uuforeseen and imminent danger. 

The same considerations may be suggested with respect to the 5th 
artiele of the treaty with Mexico, which is also pending before the Sen- 
ate. This article is an exact copy of the 16th article, just referred to, 
of the treaty with Nicaragua. 

The treaty with Honduras, which is now submitted to the Senate, 
follows on this subject the language of the British treaty with that Re- 
public, and is not, therefore, identical in its terms with the Nicaraguan 
and Mexican treaties. The same policy, however, has been adopted in 
all of them, and it will not fail, L am persuaded, to receive from the 
Senate all that consideration which it so eminently deserves. The im- 
portance to the United States of securing free and safe transit routes 
across the American Isthmus cannot well be overestimated. These 
routes are of great interest, of conrse, to all commercial nations; but 
they are especially so to us, from our geographical and political position 
as an American state, and because they furnish a necessary communi- 
cation between our Atlantic and Pacific States and Te: ritories. 

The Government of the United States cau never permit these routes 
to be permanently interrupted; nor can it safely allow them to pass 
under the coutro! of other rival nations. While it seeks no exclusive 
privileges upon thein for itself, it can never consent to be made tribu- 
tary to their use to any European power. It is worthy of considera- 
tion, however, whether, to some extent, it would not necessarily be- 
come so, if after Great Britian and France have adopted our policy, and 
made treaties with the Isthmian Governmeuts, in pursuance of it, we 
should ourselves reconsider it and refuse to pursue it in the treaties of 
the United States. I might add, that the opening of these transit routes 
cauuot fail toextend the trade and commerce of the United States with the 
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countries through which they pass; to afford an outlet and a market for 
our mauulactures within their territories; to encourage American eiti- 
zens to develop their vast stores of mining and mineral wealth for our 
benefit; and to introduce among them a wholesome American influence 
calculated to prevent revolutions aud to render their Governments 


stable.

sanction of this Government. 

At the earliest moment after the assembling of the New Granadian 
Congress, on the 1st of February last, the convention as amended and 
ratified was laid before that body, and on the 25th of the same month 
it was approved with the amendments. Inasmuch, however, as the 
period had expired within which by the third amendment of the Senate 
the ratifications should have been exchanged, the Congress of New 
Granada provided that ** the convention should be ratified and the rati- 
fication should be exchanged at whatever time the Government of the 
two Republies may deem convenient for the purpose, and therefore the 
period has been extended which the Senate of the United States had 
fixed." 

The expediency of authorizing the exchange of ratifications at such 
time as may be convenient to the two Governments is, consequently, 
submitted to the consideration of the Senate.

In view of this fact, it was deemed 
preferable to instruct our new minister to negotiate a new treaty which 
should omit the objectionable second article, and also the few words of 
the twenty-eighth article which had been stricken out by the Senate. 

With these changes, and with the addition of the last clause to the 
twenty-seventh article, the treaty is the same as that already approved

I have received the resolution of the Senate, of the 24th instant, re- 
questing the return to that body of the convention between the United 
States and the Republic of Venezuela on the subject of the Aves Island. 
That instrument is, consequently, herewith returned. It was approved 
by the Senate on the 24th June last, with tle following amendment: 

t Article II. Strike out this article in the following words: 

“Iv consideration of the above agreement and indemnification, the 
Government of the United States, and the individuals in whose behalf 
they have been made, agree to desist from all further reclamation re- 
specting the Island of Aves, abandoning to the Republic of Venezuela 
whatever rights might pertain to them.” 

The amendment does not seem necessary to secure any right either 
of the United States or of any American citizen claiming uuder them. 
Neither the Government nor the citizens in whose behalf the convention 
has been concluded have any further claims upon the Island of Aves. 
Nor is it known or believed that there are any claims against the Gov- 
ernment of Venezuela having any connection with that island other 
than those provided for in this convention. I therefore recommend the 
reconsideration of the subject. 

No steps have yet been taken towards making known to the Yene- 
zuelan Government the conditional approval of the convention by the 
Senate. This might have been necessary if the instrument had stipu- 
lated for a ratification in the usual form and it bad been ratified accord- 
ingly. Inasinuch, however, as the convention contains no such stipula- 
tion, and as some of the installments had been paid according to its 
ternis, it has been deemed preferable to suspend further proceedings in 
regard to it, especially as it was not deemed improbable that the Senate 
might request it to be returned. This anticipation has been realized.

To the Serate of the United States : 


I herewith submit to the Senate for their advice the proceedings and 
award of the commissioners under the convention between the United 
States of America and the Republic of Paraguay, proclaimed by the 
President on the 12th of March, 1860. It is decided by the award of 
these commissioners that * The United States and Paraguay Navigation 
Company have not proved or established any right to damages upon 
their said claim against the Government of the Republic of Paraguay ; 
aud that upon the proofs aforesaid the said Goverument is not respon- 
sible to the said company in any damages or pecuniary compensation 
whatever in all the premises.” 

The question arises had the commissioners authority under the con- 
vention to make such an award, or were they not confined to the assess- 
ment of damages which the company had sustained from the Govern- 
ment of Paraguay ? 

Our relations with that Republic had, for years, been of a most un- 
satisfactory character. They had been investigated by the preceding 
and by the present administration. The latter came to the conclusion 
that both the interest and houor of the country required that our rights 
against that Government, for their attack on the Water Witch, and for 
the injuries they had intlicted on this company should, if necessary, be 
enforced. Accordingly, the President, in his anuual message of Decem- 
ber, 1857, called the attention of Congress to the subject in the follow- 
ing language: “A demand for these purposes will be made in a firm 
but conciliatory spirit. This will the more probably be granted if the 
Executive shall have authority to use other means in the event of a 
refusal. This is accordingly recommended.” 

Atter due deliberation, Congress, on the 2nd of June, 1858, authorized 
the President * to adopt such measures and use such force as in his 
judgment may be necessary and advisable? in the premises. A com- 
missioner was accordingly appointed, and a force fitted out and dis- 
patched to Paraguay for the purpose, if necessary of enforcing atone- 
ment for these wrongs. 

The expedition appeared in the waters of the La Plata, and our com- 
missioner succeeded in concluding atreaty and convention embracing 
both branches of our demand. The convention of indemnity was 
signed on the 4th of February, 1859, The preamble of this convention 
refers to the interruption, for a time, of the good understanding and 
harmony between the two nations which has rendered that distant arm- 
ament necessary. By the first article the Government of Paraguay 
* binds itself for the respousibility in favor of the United States aud 
Paraguay Navigation Company, which may result from the decree of 
commissioners," to be appointed in the manner provided by Article 2 
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This was in accordance with the instructions to our commissioner, who 
was told that an indispensable preliminary to the negotiation would, 
“of course, be an acknowledgment on the part of the Paraguayan 
Government, of its liability to the company." The first paragraph of 
this 2nd article clearly specifies the object of the convention. This was 
not to ascertain whether the claim was just, to enforce which we had 
sent a fleet to Paraguay, but to constitute a commission to ** determine,” 
not the existence, but “the amount of said reclamations.” The final 
paragraph provides that *the two commissioners, named in the said 
manner, shall meet in the city of Washington, to investigate, adjust, 
and determine the amount of the claims of the above-mentioned company 
upon sufficient. proofs of the charges aud defenses of the contending 
parties.” By the 5th article, the Government of Paraguay “ binds itself 
to pay to the Government of the United States of America, in the City 
of Assumption, Paraguay, thirty days after presentation to the Govern- 
ment of the Republic, the draft which that of the United States of 
America shall issue for the amount for which the two commissioners 
concurring, or by the umpire, shall declare it responsible to the said 
company.? 

The act of Congress of May 16, 1860, employs the same language 
that is used in the convention, “to investigate, adjust and determine 
the amount of the claims against Paraguay. Congress, not doubting 
that an award would be made in favor of the company for some certain 
amount of damages, in the 6th sectiou of the act referred to, provides 
that the money paid out of the Treasury for the expenses of the com- 
mission ” shall be retained by the “United States out of the money ? 
(not any money) “ that may, pursuant to the terms of said convention, 
be received from Paraguay.? 

After all this had been done, after we had fitted out a warlike expe- 
dition, in part, to obtain satisfaction for this very claim, after these 
solemn aets had been performed by the two Republies,the commission- 
ers have felt themselves competent to decide that they could go behind 
the action of the legislative and executive branches of this Govern- 
ment, and determine that there was no justice in theoriginal claim, A 
commissioner of Paraguay might have been a proper person to act 
merely in assessing the amount of damages when an arbiter had been 
provided to decide between him and the commissioner on the part of 
the United States; but to have authorized him to decide upon the orig- 
inal justice of the claim against his own Government would have been 
a novelty. The American commissioner is as pure and honest a man 
as I have ever known, but I think he took a wrong view of his powers 
under the convention. 

The principle of the liability of Paraguay having been established 
by the highest political acts of the United States and that Republic in 
their sovereign capacity, the commissioners, who would seem to have 
misapprehended their powers, have investigated and undertaken to de- 
cide whether the Government of the United States was right or wrong 
in the authority which they gave to make war, if necessary, to secure 
the indemnity. Governments may be, and doubtless often have been, 
wrong in going to war to enforce claims; but after this has been done, 
and the inquiry which led to the reclamations has been acknowledged 
by the Government that inflicted it, it does not appear to me to be com- 
petent for commissioners authorized to ascertain the indemnity for the 
injury, to go behind their authority and decide upon the original merits 
of the claim for which the war was made. If a commissioner were ap- 
pointed under a convention to ascertain the damage sustained by an 
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American citizen in consequence of the capture of a vessel admitted by 
the foreign Government to be illegal, and he should go belfind tbecon- 
vention and decide that the original capture was a lawful prize, it 
would certainly be regarded as an extraordinary assumption of author- 
ity. 

‘The present appears to me to be a case of this character, and for 
these reasons I have deemed it advisable to submit the whole subject 
for the consideration of the Senate.

To the Senate of the United. States : 


The treaty concluded between Great Britain and the United States 
on the 15th of June, 1846, provided in its first article that the line of 
boundary between the territories of Her Britannie Majesty and those 
of the United States, from the point on the 49th parallel of north lati- 
tude, up to which it had already been ascertained, should be continued 
westward along the said parallel ** to the middle of the channel which 
separates the continent from Vancouvers Island, and thence southerly 
through the middle of said channel and of Fucas’ Straits to the Pacific 
Ocean.” When the commissioners appointed by the two Governments 
to mark the boundary line came to that point of it which is required to 
run southerly through the channel which divides the continent from 
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Vancouver’s Island they differed entirely in their opinions, not only 
concerning the true point of deflection from the 49th parallel, but also 
as to the channel intended to be designated in the treaty. After a long, 
continued, and very able discussion of the subject, which produced no 
result, they reported their disagreement to their respective Govern- 
ments. Since that time the two Governments, through their ministers 
here and at London, have had a voluminous correspondence on the point 
in controversy, each sustaining the view of its own commissioner, aud 
neither yielding in any degree to the claims of the other. In the mean 
time the unsettled condition of this affair has produced some serious 
local disturbances, and on one occasion at least has threatened to de- 
stroy the harmonious relations existing between Great Britain and the 
United States. The island of San Juan will fall to the United States 
if our construction of the treaty be right, while if the British interpre- 
tation be adopted it will be on their side of the line. That island is an 
important possession to this country and valuable for agricultural as 
well as military purposes. Iam convinced that 1t is ours by the treaty, 
farly and impartially construed. Butargument has been exhausted on 
beth sides without increasing the probability of final adjustment. On 
the contrary, each party seems now to be more convinced than at first of 
the justice of its own demands. Thereis but one mode left of settling the 
dispute, and that is by submitting it to the arbitration of some friendly 
and impartial power. Unless this be done the two countries are ex- 
posed to the constant danger of a collision which may end in war. 

It is under these circumstances that the British Government, through 
its minister here, has proposed the reference of the matter in contro- 
versy to the King of Sweden and Norway, the King of the Netherlands, 
orto the Republic of the Swiss Confederation. Before accepting this. 
proposition I have thought it right to take the advice of the Senate. 

The precise questions which I submit are these, Will the Senate ap- 
prove a treaty, referring to either of the sovereign powers above named 
thedispute now existing between the Governments of the United States 
and Great Britain, concerning the boundary line between Vancouver's 
Island and the American coutinent ? In case the referee shall find him- 
self unable to decide where the line is by the description of it in the 
treaty of 15th June, 1846, shall he be authorized to establish a line ac- 
cording to the treaty, as nearly as possible? Which of the three pow- 
y S by Great Britain as an arbiter shall be chosen by the United 

tates

* Will the Senate approve a treaty referring to either of the sov- 
ereign powers above named the dispute now existing between the Gov- 
erninents of the United States and Great Britain eoncerning the 
boundary line between Vancouver's Island and the American conti- 
Dent! In case the referee shall find himself unable to decide where 
theline is by the description of it in the treaty of 15th June, 1846, 
shall he be authorized to establish a line according to the treaty as 
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nearly as possible? Which of the three powers named by Great Britain 
as an arbiter shall be chosen by the United States ?” 

I find no reason to disapprove of the course of my predecessor in this 
important matter, but, on the contrary, I not only shall receive the ad- 
vice of the Senate therein cheerfully, but I respectfully ask the Senate 
for their advice on the two questions before recited.

The resolution of your honorable body, which is herewith returned, 
has been submitted to the Secretary of the Navy, who has made the 
report upon it, which I have the honor to inclose herewith. 

I have the honor to add that the same rule stated by the Secretary 
of the Navy is found in section 5 of the Army Regulations, published 
in 1861. It certainly is competent for Congress to change this rule by 
law ; but it is respectfully suggested that a rule of so long standing and 
of 80 extensive application should not be hastily changed; nor by any 
authority less than the full law-making power.

SIR: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of the resolution 
of the Senate of the 31st ultimo, in relation to the recent nomination of 
lieutenants of Marines, which nominations were directed to ** bereturned 
to the President and he be informed that the Senate adhere to the opin- 
ion expressed in the resolution passed by them on the 19th of July in- 
stant, and that the Senate are of opinion that rank and position in the 
Army, Navy, or Marine Corps should not be decidedjby lot, but that, all 
other things being equal, preference should be given to age." 

If I understand correctly the resolution of the Senate, it is an expres- 
sion of opinion on the part of that body against the Army Regulations 
which are nade applicable to the Marine Corps—regulations that have 
been in existence almost from the commencement of the Government. 

In the published edition of Army Regulations, when Mr. Calhoun was 
Secretary of War, section 1, Article 3d, it is expressly stated that the 
questions respecting the ra nK of officers arising from the sameness of dates 
in commissions of the saine grade shall be decided, 1st, by a reference 
to the relative rank of the parties in the regular forces (including the 
United States Marine Corps) at the time the present appointments or 
promotions were made; 2d, by reference to former rank therein, taken 
away by derangement or disbandment; 3d, by reference to former rank 
therein, given up by resignation; 4th, by lottery. 

And in the last edition of Army Regulations, before me, published in 
1357, it is specified in Article 2, section 5, that ** When commissions are 
of the same date the rank is to be decided between ofticers of the same 
regiment or corps by the order of appointment; between officers of dif- 
forent regiments or corps: ist, by rank in actual service when ap- 
pointed; 2d, by former rank and service in the Army or Marine Corps; 
3d, by lottery among such as have not been in the military service of 
the United States.” 

The rule here laid down governed in the appointment of the lieuten- 
ants of Marines, who have been nominated, the present session, to the 
Senate. Their order of rank was determined by lottery, agreeably to 
the published Army Regulations, and applied by those regulations, 
specifically to the Marine Corps. 

The gentlemen thus appointed in conformity to regulation have been 
mustered into service and done duty under fire. Oneof the number has 
fallen in the rank and place assigned him according to those Regulations, 
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and to set them aside aud make a new order in conflict with the Regu- 
tations will, I apprehend, be deemed if not ex post facto almost invidious. 

In this matter the Department has no feeling, but it is desirable that 
it should be distinctly settled whether hereafter the Army Regulations 
are to govern iu the question of rank in the Marine Corps, or whether 
they are to be set aside by resolution of the Senate.

Robert E. Hitebeock, William H. Hale, and Johu H. Grimes, 
submitted the following report: 

The Committee on Naval Affairs, to whom was referred the message 
of the President of the United States relative to the nomination of a 
list of second lieutenants in the Marine Corps, accompanied by a letter 
or the Secretary of the Navy, of the same date, relating to the same 
subject, having bad the same under cousideration, have instructed me 
to make the following report: 

As the President in his communication refers to the letter of the Sec- 
retary, it nay be well to examine that first. The Secretary, after recit- 
ing the resolution of the Senate returning the nominations and inform. 
ing ** the President that the Senate adhere to the opinion expressed iu 
the resolution passed by them on the 19th of July last, and that the Sen- 
ate areof opinion that rank and position in the Army, Navy, or Marine 
Corps should not be decided by lot, but that all other things being 
equal preference should be given to age,” adds, If I understand cor- 
rectly the resolution of the Senate, it isan expression of opinion on the 
part of the Senate against the Army regulations which are made ap- 
plicable to the Marine Corps regulations which have been in existence 
alimost from the commencement of the Government. He then adds that 
by Article Jst, sec. 3d, it is expressly stated that questions respecting 
the rauk of ofticers, arising from the sameness of date in commissions 
of the same grade, shall be decided, 1st, by reference to the relative rank 
of the parties in the regular forces (ineluding the United States Marine 
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Corps) at the time of the present appoiutments or promotions were 
made; 2nd, by reference to former rank therein taken away by derange- 
ment or disbandment; 3rd, by reference to former rank therein given 
up by resignation; 4th, by lottery. 

Now whatever may be the meauing and construction of this section 
of that arricle just quoted, nothing can be clearer than this, that it has 
not the slightest reference to the ease under consideration. This is à 
question of the order of appointment of a set of young men to the 
Marine Corps who have never been in the service, and has no analogy 
with a question of rank among officers already coinmissioned. 

The only provision in the Articles of War touchiug the question is sec- 
tion five of the second article of regulation for the Army now in force, 
and in force when these nominations were sent to the Senate, promul- 
gated by the Executive May first, eighteen hundred and sixty one, 
which is iu these words, viz: 

When commissions are of the same date, the rank is to be determined 
between the ofticers of the same regiment or corps by the order of ap- 
poiutment; between officers of different regiments or corps, first, by 
rank iu the actual service when appointed ; second, by former rank aud 
service in the Army or Marine Corps; third, by lottery among such as 
have not been in the military service of the United States. in case of 
equality of rank by virtue of a brevet commission, reterence is bad to 
commissions not brevet. 

The above is believed to be the only provision in the Army regulations 
touching this case, and reference to it, it will appear that the only ref- 
erence to lottery sanctioned by it is between officers of differeut regi 
ments or corps. It is not to be resorted to, then, until the other tests 
provided are exhausted, but between officers of the same date of the 
same regiment or corps the order of appointment prevails. It is be 
lieved that this order of appointment has never from the formatiou of 
the Government been fixed by lot, and if it shall be allowed in the pres- 
ent instance and thus establish a ‘precedent, will be of the most demor- 
alizing character, paralyzing in its infuence on those young men who 
are preparing to enter the public service - it will be saying to them sub- 
stantially that excellence and perfection, even in all those attainments 
most essential to the character of the soldier, are of no consequence, fur 
the Government in fixing the order of their appointment will utterly 
disregard everything of the sort, and assign them positions which are 
to affect them through their whole lives according to the blind dictates 
of chance. Even moral excellence, manly courage, and scientifie attain- 
ment fare no better than protligacy, cowardice, and ignorance—chance 
governs all. 

Your committee are happy in being able to inform the Senate that 
such a practice has never yet obtained in the Army or Navy. On the 
contrary it is believed, and sc the committee are informed, that in the 
case of appointments to the Army from the cadets at West Point, and 
of lieutenants in the Navy, a merit roll of each individual is kept from 
the time the young gentleman enters the institution and the order of 
his appointment, which influences his whole future life, is determined 
from a careful inspection of his previous conduct which has been sub- 
ject to supervision. 

It is believed that, if an administration were to undertake to disre- 
gard the character and attainments of those who were to enter the 
Army and Navy from these institutions and to decide the order of their 
appointment by lot, it would be considered a monstrous innovation upon 
well considered and long established usage, and would be paralyzing 
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iu its influences upon the character and habits of those whom the 
nation, at great expense, were educating tor those branches of the 
public service. 

The order of appointment is an essential element iu the office con- 
ferred, its influences continue as long as the commission is retained, and 
by the Constitution is as much a matter for the advice and consent of 
the Senate as the appointment itself, and in the opinion of. your com- 
mittee should no more be abandoned to the arbitrament of lot than the 
appointment itselt. 

It is probably the case that not one of these nominations has been 
made without selecting from a great number of candidates, each as well 
recommended as the others and the question of selection difficult and 
embarrassing; but all this might have been avoided by resort to lot, 
and your committee see no reason why, if the order of appointment 
may be lett to lot, the appointment itself might not thus be left also. 

Neither your committee vor tlie Senate, as the Secretary seems to 
suppose, express auy opinion against the Army regulations, but ou tlie 
contrary, are anxious that they shall be observed, and in so far as those 
regulations alfeet this matter, your committee deem them wise and 
proper to be observed: neither do they seek any change by law, or 
otherwise, of any practice in this behalf of any usage, long established 
or otherwise, which has heretofore obtained in the Army or Navy. On 
the other hand, they most earnestly desire that things should remain 
as they are, and most especially do they ask that such a radical change 
as fixiug the order of appointment of young men on entering the Army 
or Navy by lot shall not now be introduced. 

Although the Executive in fixing the order of appointment of officers 
entering the Armv or Navy from West Point or the naval school has 
the advantage of a merit roll, covering the whole period of the prelim- 
inary education of the voung ofticer, which, in the case of the appoint- 
ment to the Maine Corps it has not, it by no means follows that be- 
cause it has not such perfect knowledge as is furnished by these merit 
rolls it should therefore disregard every consideration proper to be 
Weighed in coming to a result, and yield to the ignorant behests of lot. 

It is much to be regretted that the Executive has continued to per- 
severe in the course thus inadvertently assumed, ond asthe commitiee 
believe the position assumed by the Senate is the correct one beyoud 
controversy, and the Executive,as well as every fair minded, man must 
come to the same conclusion whenever the subject shall be fully exem- 
ined, your committee recommend the ano pon of the tollowing resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That a copy of the toregoing report be furnished to the 
President of the United States, and also to the Secretary of tlie Navy 

Tlie Senate, by unanimous consent, proceeded to consider the said 
resolution; and on the question to agree thereto, it was determined in 
the negative.
